Trailing Obama in funds and polls, McCain goes on attack in ads

WASHINGTON Barack Obama spent S3-3 
million in TV advertising on Monday 
At that rate, the Democrat will spend 
more than $90 million on ads through 
Election Day— more thaJi all the money 
Republican rival John McCain has to 
spend on his entire fall campaign. 

McC'ain^s ad spending ^Monday 
totaled about $900,000, and the 
Republican National (Committee 
weighed in with about $700,000 
worth. 

7 'he disparity between Obama 
and the Republicans is so wide that 
it has allowed Obama to spend in 
more states than Mct'ain, to appear 
more frequently in key markets and 
to diversify his message by both 
attacking McClain and promoting his \ 
own personal story. 

With national and state polls showing him building a 
broader lead over McClain, Obama has switched to a more 
positive pitcii. 

Last week, only 34 percent of his ads attacked McCain 
directly wEile virtually all of McCain s ads attacked Obama, 
according to a study by the Wisconsin Advertising Project 
at the University of Wisconsin-Madison. 

One of Obama ^s most recent ads came as Sarah Palin 
made an issue of Obama's connections to 1960s radical 
Bill Ayers and argued that Obama “is not a man who sees 
America like you and 1 see America/’ 

The ad bespeaks Americana. In it, Obama recalls being 
a child, sitting on his grandfather shoulders and waving 


an American flag as they watched 
astronauts return from a splashdown. 
“And my grandfather would say ^Boy 
Americans, we can do anything when 
we put our minds to it."'' 

The ad offers a direct response to 
Palin. But it also illustrates Obama’s 
continuing need as an African- 
American to reassure voters about his 
candidacy 

On Thursday, Obama launched an ad 
criticizing AlcCain’s new mortgage-buy- 
back plan, saying it would place too big a 
burden on taxpayers. The ad showcased 
another ad strareg}*^ employed by both 
campaigns — it was running only on 
national cable, a relatively inexpensive 
way of drawing media attention to an 
issue. 

Boosted by an economy in crisis and 
a saturation of adver rising, Obama has 
built up his margins over McCain in Democratic- leaning 
battlegrounds such as Pennsylvania and Michigan. He has 
tilted RepubJican-leaning states such as Colorado and New 
Alexico toward his side. And he has created contests in such 
reliably Republican states as Indiana, Virginia and North 
(Carolina. 

By now, McCain’s allies had hoped the Arizona senator 
would have established his dominance in states won by 
President Bush in 2000 and 2004 and would have focused 
on winning two of the three key Rust Belt states of 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and iMichigan. 

Bur McClain stopped advertising in Michigan, Obama 
leads in Pennsylvania and he has the edge in Ohio.

“slots” at the three major New York-area airports: John F. 
Kennedy LaGuardia and Newark. Auction whinners would 
be announced Jan. 12. 

Federal transportation officials say much of the reason 
for nationwide flight delays is that airlines have crammed 
too many planes — and small planes — onto New York 
runways. To fix that, they liave capped the number of 
flights coming into or out of those airports, and now 
intend to auction off a fraction of those coveted slots. 
An auction, they say, will use market forces of supply and 
demand to make airports more efficient. 

“Without slot auctions, a small number of airlines 
will profit while travelers bear the brunt of higher fares, 
fewer choices and deteriorating ser\dce,” Peters said in a 
statement. 

^1 he government will gradually auction up to 10 percent 
of the landing and taFeoff slots the airlines currently 
operate at the airports. ITie Air Transport Association 
said they will ask a judge to stop the government. ITie Port 
Authority of New York and New Jersey wliich operates the 
city's airports, has already joined a lawsuit over the issue 
and vowed to block arty planes using auction slots from 
arriving at their terminals.

Sarah Palin has said she would be happy to make an appearance on 
“SNL/’ and “SNEs” Lome Michaels seemed happy to oblige, telling

ClLty trash haulers who were caught 
loafing, drinking and lunching on 
the taxpayers’ dime will face punish- 
ment and possibly dismissal, Mayor 
D:iley said Thursday. 

‘‘WeVe taken the necessary steps 
to identify these individuals/' Daley 
said. *^WeVe going to discipline and 
lire them — that’s what weVe trying 
to do/' 

The mayor reacted a day after 
Inspector General David Hoffman 
issued a report concluding that 
hundreds of haulers worked an aver- 
age of six hours a day rather than 
the eight required to earn their 
S64,ooo-a-year salaries. 

Investigators spied on garbage 
workers in lO wards. The report 
blamed the problem mainly on lax 
ward supervisors. 

“These are great jobs, and no one 
should be sleeping, loafing, drink- 
ing, quitting early or anything else,” 
Daley said. 

He added that Hoffman had yet 
to provide the names of workers 
seen shirking duties or suggest pun- 
ishments. 

Despite the lousy report, 
Daley said Streets and Sanitation 
C^ommissioner Michael Picardi “has 
done a good job.'' 

The mayor also denied union 
allegations that Hoffman issued 
the report to help Daley's case for

CTA PLANS HIKES 
FOR *09 BUDGET

The CTA plans to boost fares to as high as 
S2.25, eliminate the bonus for ("hicago Card 
users and hike the price of a -day pass to 
$90 on Jan. i under a proposed 2009 budget 
announced Thursday 

The biggest hit would be felt by Chicago 
Card and Chicago Card Plus customers, who 
according to a CTfA analysis live in more afflu- 
ent ZIP codes than riders who pay cash fares 
or use regular transit cards. 

“Our Chicago Card customers are more 
elastic in their ability to absorb fare increases,” 
said C/TA President Ron Huberman. 

He said the transit agency had no alternative 
except to raise fares next year in the face of 
rising fuel and electricity costs, mandated free 
rides for senior citizens and other groups and 
the loss of millions of dollars in state subsidies 
to offset the reduced fares chat students and 
some disabled riders pay 

Tax revenues also have come in 48 percent 
less than what was budgeted by the Regional 
Transportation Authority, he said. 

None of the budget pressures were antici- 
pated at such severe levels when the legislature 
approved increases in transit subsidies and 
sales taxes for C/hicago-area transit in January, 
C"TA Chairman (karole Browm added. 

Under the C/TAplan, the fare for using a reg- 
ular transit card would increase 25 cents — to 
S2 on buses and $2.25 on trains. 

Cash fares on buses idso would rise a quarter, 
to S2.25. C/hicago C/ard customers traveling on 
trains would pay 50 cents more, $2.25 up from 
Si. 75 currently 


The (Chicago Card increase for buses would 
increase 25 cents, to S2. 

Transfers would still cost 25 cents, and allow 
for two additional rides wmhin two hours of 
the first boarding. 

The ro percent bonus offered for putting 
$20 on a Chicago (kird would be discontin- 
ued. 

In addition, the CA A would boost the 30- 
day pass price by S15, from S75 currently to 
$90. The pass allows for unlimited rides. 

“We did the smallest fare increase w^e 
thought w^e could do/' Huberman said. 

He said ridership was expected to decline 
less than i percent in 2009 because of the fare 
hikes, but without the boost in fares ridership 
had been projected to continue to grow for the 
nth out of the last 12 years. 

Il the fare hikes are approved by the CTA 
board, visitors would pay more for i-day, 3-day 


w^ould be eliminated. 

College students also wmild be hit with a 
20 percent increase in the U-Pass, which is 
included in their tuition at participating col- 
leges and universities. 

No increases are proposed for CTA custom- 
ers who pay reduced fares. 

T he most recent CT A fare hike was in 2006, 
when the cash fare increased 25 cents, to S2. 

The proposed fare increases must be 
approved by the C/I'A board to take effect. 

C/TA officials say they still may face a budget 
deficit, despite the proposed fare hikes. 

Diesel fuel for CTA buses this ye juris costing 
about $103 million, or 112 percent more than 
budgeted, officials said. 

In addition, the free rides program will cost 
the agency almost $36 million in 2009, officials 
said.

For every man convicted in a Cook 
County court of beating his wile or girl- 
friend, five men brought in on similar 
charges walk away legally unscathed. 
And despite official promises to help 
women pursue abuse complaints, that 
conviction rate 
is only getting 
worse. 

Prosecuting 
domestic vio- 
lence has never 
been easy mostly 
because women 
often choose to 
drop charges. 

Bur the odds of 
conviction rise 
when women get 
help navigating a 
complex court 
system and pros- 
ecutors provide 
early intensive 
contact with victims. 

Cook County’s opening of a S62 mil- 
lion courthouse in 2005 was aimed in 
part at making women feel more com- 
fortable pursuing their cases. 

Yet, a Tribune analysis has found, less 
than one-sixth of the 19,000 domes- 
tic violence cases brought each year 
in Cook C.ountv now result in convic- 
tions. 

d'hat dismal record feeds a vicious 
cycle: With so few convictions, victims 
lose taith in the courts, and the violence 
continues unabated, advocates say 

“It looks like there isn’t anyone hold- 
ing abusers accountable,’* said Dawn 
Dalton of the Cilhicago Metropolitan 
Battered Women’s Network. 

The Tribune analysis found that 
nearly 14 percent of defendants county- 
wide faced domestic violence charges 
multiple times over just a three-year 
period. 


Six animals featured in the Shedd 
Aquarium’s new stage show were in far dif- 
ferent, more desperate circumstances ear- 
lier this summer — incarcerated, unloved 
and perhaps facing death before year’s 
end.

“We wanted to do something that was 
fun and high energy,” said Ken Ramirez, 
the Shedd’s animal training chief “We also 
want people to consider adopting their 


next pet from an animal shelter. The sad 
truth is, 3 million shelter dogs are put to 
death in this country every year because 
nobody adopts them.’* 

The 20 -minute program is designed to 
show how good training techniques can 
transform even the sorriest of mutts into 
refined, polite, playful and lovable pets. 

Three dogs in the show had been left 
at area dog pounds because owners could 
no longer afford to keep them. A city dog 
catcher found Widget, a 7-montli-old West 
Highland white terrier mix, wandering in 
Chicago with no collar. Olivia, a year-old 
dog who is mostly German shepherd, was 
found beaten and fearful of humans. And 
a strapping 70-pound, year-old American 
bulldog mix named Nico was found tied to 
a stake in a building, emaciated and filthy 

In their new lives as performers, the 
dogs do tricks, play with handlers and 
demonstrate new talents like ferreting out 
contraband.

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For many, the Chicago Marathon represents 
a new challenge after last year’s was cut short

Jennifer Simon of Lincoln Square has some unfinished business with the 
Chicago Marathon, Simon said she prepared for i8 weeks last year to run her 
first 26.2-mile race. She ran long distances, trained in hoc weather and tested 
different paces. 


But she wasn't prepared for marathon 
officials^ lack of preparation for the record 

-degree temperatures that plagued race day 
last October. Nearly 11,000 runners stopped 
before finishing, about 315 runners went to 
medical tents or hospitals, and one runner 
died after collapsing on the course. 

There wasn’t water at water stations for 
nine of the first 10 miles, Simon said, so she 
picked up discarded bottles of water off the 
ground and shared Gatorade with other 
runners. 

As the race progressed, Simon said she 
watched runners pushing ice bags to their 
heads and hobbling to cots in the medical 
tent. Bv mile 18, Simon’s race also was over. 
The marathon had been canceled, and race 
workers redirected Simon and thousands of 
other runners to walk to the finish line in 
Grant Park. 

*'What was the final slap in the face was 
getting to Grant Park and having the medal 
put in my hand/’ said Simon, 33. ‘^T hat’s what 
Pm looking forw^ard to this year — having the 
medal put around my neck and not in my 
hand.” 

Simon plans to be back Sunday to run the 
marathon, which has been revamped alter last 
year’s problematic race. Marathon officials 
say they have beefed up the number of water 
stations, medical volunteers and dropout 
vehicles, among other supplies. Also, an 
emergency alert system has been instituted 
to inform runners about weather conditions 
and developments along the course. 

This year’s race— sponsored by Bank of 
America, which acquired last year’s sponsor 


LaSalle Bank— has special significance as 
Chicago inches further along in its bid to 
host the Olympics. Race officials say Sunday’s 
marathon will showcase the ciu^’s ability to 

r w 

bring together a large number of athletes and 
move them through the streets of Chicago. 

“Bank of America has basically analyzed not 
only last year’s race but others around the world 

mf ^ 

... in terms of aid stations and fluid and in terms 
ofcommunication and safety/’ said David Rudis, 
Illinois president of Bank of America. “We’re 
doing eveiy^ thing we can to have absolutely tlie 
best marathon in the world.” 

Rudis said some of the improvements to 
this year’s race include temperature indicators 
stationed at the start line and three other 
locations along the course. Race officials say 
they are monitoring weather forecasts this week 
to rake proper precautions for Sunday s run. 

Last year, temperatures hovered around 74 
degrees for the start of the race and later hit 
SH degrees. As a result, runners increasingly 
hit up water stations, which struggled to keep 
with the demand. The lack of supplies forced 
race officials to cancel the marathon about 
3'/. hours into the race. 

Runner Ghad LSchieber, 35, of Alichigan 
collapsed near mile marker 19. An ambulance 
on hand from the suburbs picked him up, but 
apparently got lost on the way to the kJIG 
Medical C!lenter, according to neivs reports. 
The ambulance instead rook Schieber to 
West Side Veterans Administration Hospital, 
where he was pronounced dead on arrival. 

An autopsy later indicated that the Schieber 
died from a heart condition, not heat stress. 
Schieber’s family said he encountered at least

one water station chat didnV have water. 

Despite the way last year's race turned out, 
registration for the 2008 race closed in April 
as 45^000 runners signed up in record pace. 

Longtime runner Michelle Piccolo of Oak 
Park wasn't one ot them. 

Piccolo, 30, is one of the nearly 11,000 
runners who started the marathon last year 
but didn^t finish. A police officer stopped 
Piccolo near mile r6, she said. 

During the race. Piccolo watched runners 
drink out of ivater fountains in front of 
apartment buildings and saw participants 
run into gas stations for ice. Piccolo carried 
her own water and was prepared to finish the 
race, she said. 

But like Simon, Piccolo was forced to walk 
to the finish line. She said she cried along 
the way as she realized that she w'atched 18 
weeks of training and her dream of running a 
marathon for the first time melt awav. 

'‘It was pretty devastating/' Piccolo said. 
‘*lr was just hard to have someone tell me I 


couldn't finish. It would have been different 
if 1 decided not to finish,” 

I'his year, Piccolo will be sitting out the 
marathon. She's taking a year off to let a stress 
fracture heal but also to watch what happens 
on Sunday. 

'^It's not like I'm giving up compietely on 
the dream/' Piccolo said. “Lll definitely be 
monitoring it, and I'm interested to see how 
they handle it this year." 

Mike Swisher, training program manager 
for the Chicago Area Runners Association, 
said race officials have seemingly prepared 
for every type of scenario. 

Officials had the chance to test the 
marathon's new emergency alert system last 
month at the 20-mile lake front run hosted by 
the runners association, which is not officially 
affiliated with the marathon. The ^olert system 
worked smoothly Swisher said. 

“1 can't imagine a race anywhere in the 
w^orld that's going to be more prepared/' 
Swisher said. '‘1 think they're on top of

everything.” 

Simon hopes marathon officials have 
worked out the logistics for this year's race. 
She's focusing on completing the marathon

Said Simon: ^'IVe got to go finish this one. 
1 don't want to wait a year."

Although Michael Turner leads the NFL in rushing, 
the Bears defense sees someone else when chev look 
at the Atlanta Falcons' No. 33 on film. 

‘*He^s the modern-dayjim Brown, you know what 
1 mean?” said Bears linebacker Lance Briggs. “The 
guy’s physical, he’s the N FLs leading rusher, he’s a guy 
who’s not going to go down on arm tackles. 

The Bears’ fourth-ranked run defense hasn’t yet 
met a running threat like the one it faces Sunday in 
the Georgia Dome against Turner and the Falcons. 

But all-time great Brown? 

“1 said that, but 1 didn't come up with that/’ Briggs 
said I'hursday at Fialas Half “One of our 
coaches came up with that.” 

Linebackers coach Lloyd Lee started 
comparing ^lurner to Brown because 
of a pow'erful running style, but didn’t 
want the comparison to be made public. 

“1 want to get in these guys heads that, 

‘Hey he’s productive. He’s good/” Lee 
said. 

Bears defensive end Adewale Ogunleye compared 
Turner to someone else. 

“He kind of reminds me of when 1 w^as playing 
with Ricky Williams [in Miami],” Ogunleye said. “I 
remember when [Williams] had his two good years, 
he was really hard to bring dow n and his lower body 
was really strong and he’d run over the secondary a 
Lot.” 

To most, he is neither Williams nor Browni, but 
JVlichael “The Burner” Turner, a 5-foot-io, 244- 
pound former back for the San Diego Chargers and 


Northern Illinois who has 543 yards, including 100 
or more in three of his first five games after signing a 
834,5 ^riiltion free agent contract with Atlanta. 

Turner played high school football at North 
Chicago High School, five miles from the 
Bears’ practice facility. 

“Guvs hit him and he stays on his feet 
and is able to spin off and keep running,” 
said defensive lineman Israel Idonije. 

Added Bears safety Alike Brown: 

“Well have to bring our big-boy 
pads.” 

While the Bears’ defense is 
allowing 74.2 rushing yards a 
game, no team or single back has 
challenged them with the running 
game to the extent they expect 
from Turner. 

Carolina’s Jonathan 

Stewart had 77 rushing yards, the 
most given up by the Bears. 

The Bears figure their run defense can 
only get better this week with the expect- 
ed return of defensive tackle Tommie 
Flarris from a one-game suspension and 
another missed game due to a sore knee. 

Harris went through a full practice on Thursday for 
the first time since aggravating a knee injury in the 
Bears’ 27-24 overtime loss to Tampa Bay Sept. 21. 

Coach Lovie Smith also is concerned about 
Atlanta’s change-of-pace back jerious Norwood, who 
averages 6.6 yards per carry. 

“It’s a great combination of a speed guy along with 
a guy that can run with speed and power in Turner, 
and their stats show it. They’re averaging 180 yards a 
game (180.6), you have to do quite a few things right 
to do that.”

In“l'he Express,” Schwartzwalder (Dennis 
Quaid) is initially depicted as reluctant to 
recruit Davis (Rob Brown) because he’s “too 
old to butt heads with another Jim Brown,” 
one of the first black athletes to openly defy 
American racism. 

Brown portrays Davis as an intense, shy 
person moved to anger when Schwar tzwalder 
deflects any discriminatory acts. During the 
West Virginia fracas, Davis snaps at 
his coach: “Maybe, just maybe, the 
rules down here are vour rules too.” 

Easterly scoffs at that dramatic 
license.
